Christmas makes you think of Bells. sells make Christmas. 


Without the bells at Christmas it would be very much like Spring 
without the birds. Likewise too, the bells and the birds are so 
often just taken for granted because we in Deddington are very 
fortunate in always being well blessed with both. 


Just over 50 years ago the ringers of Deddington (they were some 
wise old chaps) started what has always been known as the selfry 
Fund. This is a fund set up to pay for all maintenance, and comfort, 
to do with the bells and the ringing of bells. All monies receved 
from ringing for weddings, etc. go into the fund. The ringers 
themselves do not receive any payment at all. To help to increase 
this fund in the early years, the ringers used to go around the 
village, with cap in hand, as it were, which has always kept the 
fund solvent. 


After the War, Hand bell ringing was started, so instead of just 
begging, we had a good reason to knock on doors. Ina very few 
years, this idea became very popular and became a big part in many 
people's Christmas. Very many people have said to me, on our 
visits "\low we've had the bells, Christmas has really started." 


As the records show, the fund has taken a burden from Church expenses 
as we have not had to go to the P.C.C. for money since the fund was 
started. A visual sign which was done only recently (i wonder how 
many have noticed:) a new curtain to tne Belfry door, in the Baptistry. 


In about two years' time we shall require another new set of bell 
ropes, which will be somewhere between ..250 and £300, so you see 
if we are to keep solvent we must really make an effort. 1 don't 
know what's gone wrong with our village girls - not even one 
wedding this year!! 


if you would like a visit from the Hand ell Ringers this Christmas, 
please get in contact with freda or Bill Ivings, Philcote Street, 
‘phone 38513. We do not need a lot of room as there are only 3 people 
involved (we ring bells each). The bells are in a box which 
stands on it's own legs with a music stand on top. we make no 
charge, whatever you care to give is entirely up to you, it all 
goes in the fund. if you do not wish for a visit but would like 

to make a donation then we will be most grateful. if you are an 
elderly person, even living on your oim, and would like us to play 
a couple of carols you need not worry about any donation - to wish 
you a Happy Christmas will make a Happy Christmas for us too. In 
1928 the church bells had a major job of work done - complete new 
oak frame with the then six bells quarter turned. After the iar, 
two new bells were given making a ring of eight. The “enor, that's 
the heaviest bell, weighs 17-cwt but the condition they are in 

is extremely good so to ring them is not difricult. 


We have a good ring of bells and this is the way we want to keep 
them. Please help us to give to our children what our forefathers 
gave us. :

Oxfordshire County Council sent notification that it is now possible for 
any member of the public to travel on the special school. buses as 2 fare 
paying passenger.

Footpath obstruction and lighting was highlighted by Mrs. Cheesenan, 


with particular reference to the path from the Hempton Roed to the 
Daedings, but also with regard to other areas of the village, 

including the corner of Earls Lene (Holly Tree Club Corner) and the 
Oxford end of New Street. It was agreed that the Cherwell D.C. be 
approached to cut back overhanging branches on the Daedings footpath. 
Regarding general problems, it was suggested that the Deddington News 
request that any residents with trees or other plants _ overhanging pun. “public 
footpaths should cut back any obstructions in “order to to evoid void the 
necessity of the council te = official action against individu: xls. 


Primary School Adventure Playground, .Following a recent request from 


Mr. Morgan of Deddington Prinery School for assistance with this 

project, further details had been requested and received by the council. 
The basis of the situation is that major work should by now be 

virtually complete, whereas the area itself will not be availeble. for 

use until late 1984 when the grass surface will be in the appropriate 
concition. Equipment purchased to date has been funded by the P.T.A. 

and much of the labour supplied by the Manpower Services Commission. 

The Parish Council ‘was very much divided as to whether any financial 
support should be given and, if so, how much. Cllrs. Fuller and 

Gardener suggested that possible financial comnittments to the “indmil! 
Centre should come before this project, while Cllr. O'Neill aie 

that as the schene was instigated without any referral to the P.C. 

the ratepayers should not be committed to financial support. Cites 
Mackenzie felt the Council had a moral ‘obligation to support the venture, 
as did C]irs. Ward and Webber. Cllr. Garrett expressed a similar opinion, 
whilst being aware that further similar requests for support could be 
forthcoming from other groups. Cllr. Mackenzie proposed a donation of £50, 
and expressed a wish that it could have been more had the council had 

the resources. By general concensus, this figure was reduced to £25 and 
by a vote of 8 to 4, passed for payment. 


Windmill Centre In order to make further financial savings, the plans 

for the centre have been further ammended and these plans will be presented 
to the Council for discussion on 14th December. : All being well, this will 
mean the P.C. can give its final approval et the Council Meeting on 21st 
December.
